RAGES IN LEBANON 


Army Uses Jets, Artillery To Put Down 


Four Rebel Attacks, Braces For More 


BEIRUT W—A battle raged 
for more than 12 hours over­ 
night in Tripoli between gov­ 
ernment and rebel forces, in­ 
surgent sources said today. 
Eight persons were reported 
killed and about 20 wounded, 
many 
of

caught by stray bullets. 
Maan Karami, brother of the 
northern rebel leader, Raschid 
Karami, said it was the most 
violent night for Tripoli since 
the Lebanese crisis began 50 
days ago. 
The battle in Tripoli began 
at 10 p.m. last night when arm­ 
ed men infiltrated close to se­ 
curity forces positions, Karami 
said.

Planned 
For Marin? 


A 45-mile stretch of West 
Marin cliffs, beaches, timber 
and 
open 
fields 
has 
been 
recommended by the National 
Park Service for a public recre­ 
ation area, according to a pub­ 
lished report in a San Francisco 
newspaper’s early Sunday edi­ 
tion. 
The Independent-Journal was 
unable to confirm the report 
this morning with the National 
Park Service’s regional office 
in San Francisco. 
The area in question stretch­ 
es southward from Tomales 
Point at the mouth of Tomales 
Bay, along the coast to Pt. 
Reyes, in along the estuaries of 
Drake's Bay and on southward 
to within two miles of Bolinas. 
The 
proposed

park 
would extend inland at Pt. 
Reyes Station and on south 
along Highway 1 until tw o 
miles above Bolinas. The whole 
area would encompasc about 
28.000 acres. 
Federal officials were report­ 
ed to estimate cost at anywhere 
from $150 to $400 an acre to 
acquire the land.

Brush Fire Sears 
300 Acres In 
San Rafael Area 


47 Firemen, 11 Trucks Battle 


Flames; Smoke Seen For Miles 


A brush fire in the Black 
Canyon area northeast of San 
Rafael raged for an hour and 
one-half last night, sweeping 
over 300 acres before it was 
brought under control. Flames 
were seen in San Rafael and 
smoke was visible for miles. 
The blaze lent emphasis to 
a warning today by the U.S. 
Weather Bureau that Marin 
County is now a critical fire 
area. Temperatures from 90 
to 94 are predicted, with hu­ 
midity of 18 per cent. “Any­ 
thing under 25 is considered 
dangerous.” said Harry Stein­ 
berg of the county fire de­ 
partment. 
Yesterday's big fire was re­ 
ported to the San Rafael Fire 
Department at 7 p.m. by Bert 
W. Broemmel, county assessor- 
elect, of 3 6 7 Locust avenue. 
Broemmel was sitting in h i s 
yard at the base of the hill 
when he saw a small billow 
of smoke coming out of the 
hillside, he said. The smoke was 
going toward his home in a 
northeasterly 
direction, 
h e 
added. 
While he called the fire de­ 
partment he said the volume of 
smoke increased about four 
times. But he still couldn’t see 
any flames. 
The fire seemed to start 
about one-third of the w ay 
from the top of the slope, he 
said. It spread both up and 
down, ultimately reaching the 
peak, and sideways to the west. 
Homes at the base of the hill 
were 
not endangered. 
Fire­ 
fighters checked the flames 
about 300 yards away. 
Forty-seven firemen and 11 
trucks, 
plus 
a 
bulldozer 
which was not used, were 
s e n t to the scene. Marin 
County Fire Department dis­ 
patched 20 men and six fire 
trucks. The San Rafael de­ 
partment sent 15 men and 
five trucks, and 15 men vol­ 
unteered from Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
San Rafael units returned at 
midnight, but county firemen 
patrolled the vicinity until 3 


a.m. today. Three San Rafael 
firemen patrolled today, shovel­ 
ling under hot places. 
Cause of the fire, which 
burned brush and some oak

Changing Tomboy, Dad Quarrels 


Teen-agers have problems, 
and worry over them. Here are 
three young people’s questions 
and the replies. 


(Q)—Who should make 
rules for me? My parents? 
Or my grandmother? I try 
to love my grandmother, but 
she keeps interfering. 
She 
lives with us. I can’t escape 
from her. I’m a boy of 15. 
Please help me!’—P.T. ’ 
(A)—You and your parents 
should work out your rules to­ 
gether. 
Y ou r 
grandmother 
should 
observe 
them, 
even 
though she disagrees. Discuss 
this with your mother and fa­ 
ther. Show them this answer. 
They should help you. 


(Q)—“I’m a girl of 14. I’ve 
always been a tomboy. Re­ 
cently the boys I play with 
have changed. Now they tell 
off:color jokes. 
They tease 
me if I don’t laugh with 
them. Are all boys this way?” 
—C.F. 
(A)—Most boys go through 
unpleasant periods of telling 
shady jokes, and of teasing 
girls.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Get Your Boat Registered 
And Be Safe About It 


If there was any doubt at all that 
ooat^ng is Big Business in Mann county, 
the records in County Assessor George 
Hali l office should dispe'i it. More than 
2 500 boats of ail sizes and most shape; 
have now been registered there. 
Hall estimates that before the boat 
owners complete signing up the total 
may reach as high as 5,000. 
Actually this is not a disproportionate 
number when you consider Mann's 
wonderful advantages for saihng and 
motor boating 
The U S Coast Guard 
estimates that one out of even* 29 citi­ 
zens across the nation owns a boat of 
one size or another The Mann total is 
about one for every 25 persons. 
The recent big rush to register the 
boats is a resuit of a new state law which 
requires all boats to be so registered. 
This includes row boats, trailer boats, 
and even little El Toros. All boats must 
be registered with the county assessor, 
and all inboard boats of any size and 
other boats 16 feet or longer also have 
to be registered with the Coast Guard. 
Ail must earn- registration numbers. 


We re mentioning this now for two 
reasons. First, any boatowner should 
know about the registration and do it 
immediatelv if he hasn't alreadv done 


so. Second, tomorrow is the start of 
Safe Boating Week, proclaimed by Gov. 
Goodwin Knight, 
Safety on the water should be an 
obvious 
necessity. 
Minor accidents 
afloat can be fatal if someone who can t 
swim is tossed overboard. A twirling 
propeller can shear through the tough­ 
est skin and bone in a second. 
And yet. there is no regulation as to 
who can drive a boat. Anyone, whether 
he has any experience on the water or 
not. can rent or borrow a speed boat 
and fairly fly over the water, breaking 
rules of the sea. endangering other 
people, as well as his own life Yet who 
is to say nay? 
The Coast Guard and the Coast Guard 
Auxihar>- do all they can. but they are 
but a handful. The Auxilian' conducts 
free classes in boating and seamanship. 
And we urge ail who would go to sea to 
go to class first 
But now. as the vacation season gets 
under full sail, we also urge great cau­ 
tion. When you are out in a boat your­ 
self, remember the rules of safety—if 
you don t know them, learn them. But 
remember, too. that the other fellow' 
might not know them. A little extra care 
on your part might prevent another 
boating accident.

behoove those persons whose 
licenses are about to run out 
to pay particular attention to 
the dates thereon. 


NEGLECT IN applying for 
the new license for a period 
of 30 days after the old one 
has expired carries with it a 
penalty. The penalty, accord­ 
ing to the Department of Mo­ 
tor Vehicles, is the issuance 
of a two-year, instead of a 
five-year license. 
The new license will cost 
the applicant $3 instead of 
the previous $2. It will expire 
on the applicant’s birthday in 
the year punched on the li­ 
cense. 
If a person happens to get 
a new license punched for the 
birthday two years hence, in­ 
stead of five years, it may be 
a little confusing. However, 
all the person needs to do is 
recall whether or not he had 
two “moving violations’' of 
the motor vehicle code dur­ 
ing the past two years, and if 
so, he gets a two, instead of a 
five-year license. This is part 
of the penalty for violating 
the motor vehicle laws. 


IN OTHER words, the Leg 
islature has decreed that the 
motorist should be fined twice

County Needs 
Landscaping Rules 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal : 
Your editorial regarding de­ 
velopers and tree lovers was 
admirable and a subject very 
near and dear to many of us 
‘ new development” residents.

County, which is predicted by 
many to blossom with subdi­ 
visions in the near future, has 
no landscaping specifications 
whatsoever to guide further 
developments? 
As I understand it, develop­ 
ment landscape specifications 
at present are approved by 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion — a not too generous 
group when it comes to beau- 


running a stop sign, or other 
moving violations.

Some stores already, it is 
reported, are saving thous­ 
ands of dollars on bad check 
losses because of the new li­ 
censes with the pictures. But 
it is somewhat difficult to de­ 
termine just why the taxpay­ 
ers should be required to pay 
for protecting check cashing 
agencies. Plastic plates would 
increase the costj materially.

The Advertising Council of 
America is this year under­ 
taking to raise elections funds 
for both parties from millions 
of contributors. That would be 
good. 


Finally, is there any reason 
why Congressmen should not 
apply the same laws against 
“conflict of interest” to them­ 
selves that they apply to oth­ 
ers in government and pro­ 
vide for disclosure of their 
own gifts and outside income? 


SEN. NEUBERGERS cen­ 
tral question is very much to 
the point: 
Why is it that great and 
unctuous breast-beating rises 
in Congress over rugs, hotel 
bills and deep freezes, but 
strange silence prevails about 
millions of dollars given to 
elect Presidents or a $500,000 
fund to put a Senator in of­ 
fice?

Post, quoted Goldfine as having 
told him that Goldfine had 
bought a Washington house for 
Adams and had given checks to 
Adams regularly before Adams 
came here with Eisenhower in 
1953. 
“Falsehoods,” replied presi­

Swank Romanoff’s atop San 
Francisco’s Nob Hill was the 
improbable setting yesterday 
noon for a press party in honor 
of the newest (and oldest) thing 
in fert . . . pardon, plant food 
. . . bat guano. 
Considering that bat guano is 
an 
antique 
outranking 
the 
pyramids 50 times over and 
that it is considered “the Rolls 
Royce of plant foods, by its 
promoters, the setting was per­ 
haps not inappropriate. 
At any rate, the stigma of its 
origin was easily smothered by 
the light of pink candles in 
Liberace type candelabra re­ 
flected from magenta walls. 
The black ceiling, which re­ 
flected nothing, proved itself 
useful when the black jalousies 
were closed for the film, “The 
Treasure of Granite Gorge.” 
It is indeed difficult to di­ 
vide one’s attention between 
crepes suzettes and a ride by 
tramway 2.800 feet above the 
floor of the Grand Canyon, 
where the discovery was re­ 
cently made of a 200,000-ton 
deposit of the nitrogen-rich 
product. But the film held its 
own. 
It occurred to us that a lot of 
uranium prospectors are wast­ 
ing their time looking for the 
wrong stuff—at least, if guano 
proves itself as good for plants 
as its backers say it is 
While the emphasis was po­ 
litely kept on engineering Ben 
Potts, of the ad agency which 
keeps U.S. Guano Corp., ac­ 
count, regaled his luncheon 
companions with accounts of 
tests in his own Los Angeles 
garden.

The Pottses fed guano to 
only part of their plants, as a 
test, and now they’re kicking 
themselves for not feeding it 
to all of them, he said. 
After one employe’s wife saw 
the film which shows her hus­ 
band riding atop the cable car­ 
riage on the U. S. Guano tram ­ 


way in midair, she wanted him 
to quit his job. The boss raised 
his pay to keep him. 
Guests at the affair, who had 
Romanoff’s to themselves, in­ 
cluded garden editors and ra­ 
dio and news columnists, pre­ 
dominantly men—and a man 
from Purex Corp. 
We were wondering what 
brought him there, when some­ 
body explained that Bat Guano 
(its frank trade name), needed 
a distribution system, so Purex 
with its supermarket outlets 
was .cut in on the deal, making 
everybody happy. Purex was 
picked because it has stiff com­ 
petition from major soap manu­ 
facturers. 
In the beginning, Bat Guano 
was sold in nurseries in 5, 10 
and 50 pound bags. Now it 
comes in super markets in one- 
pound or three-pound pack­ 
ages. Prices are moderate and 
it is supposed to go a long ways 
—two tablespoons for a rose 
bush. 
Potts said several ad men 
with nursery experience were 
hired—then fired—for. buck­ 
ing the Potts-Ray offbeat ap­ 
proach to merchandising their 
product. Guano as plant food is 
not new—only this major U.S. 
discovery. 
Besides a souvenir package 
of the product, each guest got 
a geranium plant. The speci­ 
mens were obviously picked 
for their potential, not their 
present condition. 
We’re having “before” pic­ 
tures taken of ours. An after­ 
shot will be taken after a few 
weeks of the stuff. We’ll let 
you know what happens.

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Do-It-Yourselfers Do For Others

Camp Kilowana, the Marin 
County Council of Camp Fire 
Girls summer camp, is a nos­ 
talgic name to many adults, as 
well as to many girls of Marin 
County. Kilowana has been a 
“do it for others” project of 
“do it yourself” advocates for 
a period of 13 years. 
This 
summer 
camp 
has 
been built and maintained by 
h u n d r e d s 
of 
interested 
friends, often not parents of 
Camp Fire Girls, who in the 
spring refresh, renew, and re­ 
furbish and in the fall ready 
the site for winter. 
Through the generosity of 
the Norman Livermore fam­ 
ily, this beautiful wooded area 
has been available to the 
Camp Fire Girls since 1946. 
Thousands of girls have en­ 
joyed the privilege of attend­ 
ing the camp, located on the 
northern slope of Mt. St. Hel­ 
ena, 50 miles from San Rafael. 
The late John McPhail insti­ 
gated and planned the found­ 
ing of the camp in 1945, and 
was 
camp 
chairman 
until 
1950. Kilowana also has been 
a weekend haven for families 
who 
camp out 
and put in 
many hours of hard physical 
labor building and maintain­ 
ing the area. 


DOCTORS, lawyers, plumb­ 
ers, business men, carpenters, 
painters, even a swimming 
pool expert have given many 
hours to create facilities to ac­ 
commodate some 150 girls at 
each camp session; this year 
there will be five sessions, 
three lasting one week each 
and two for a 10-day period. 
Several years ago the San 
Rafael Junior Chamber of 
Commerce had a Kilowana 
Service Project. These young 
men built the Hand Craft

Building that has been the nu­ 
cleus for the development and 
expression of much creative 
ability in the campers. 


THE GALLINAS Lions Club 
has a continuing operation at 
Kilowana. A group of men 
from this organization spend 
two or three weekends in the 
spring of each year doing re* 
pairs and improvements. 
Members of the carpenters 
union come to Kilowana, giv­ 
ing freely of their skill and 
time. 


Boy Scout Explorer Post 34, 
sponsored by the Mill Valley 
Optimist Club, has just com­ 
pleted rebuilding the outdoor 
theater area. 


Roscoe Smith of PG&E has 
supervised 
maintenance 
at 
camp for the past 10 years. 
When Kilowana needs new 
wiring, or the pump goes out 
or a tree falls, Smith—some­ 
times with a crew of volun­ 
teers and often with his fam­ 
ily—drives to Kilowana and 
resolves the problem. 


LAST YEAR there was an 
emergency need for a new 
water tank just before Kilo­ 
wana was to open for the 
girls. Richard Haacke of the 
Boy Scouts found a surplus 
tank. 
Kilowana is considering a 
much needed new swimming 
pool. Dr. Ed Rudloff, state 
commissioner on swimming 
pool construction, engineering 
and standards, is reviewing 
the site and giving expert ad­ 
vice. 
When a station wagon was 
a necessity for transporting 
Catholic girls to Mass, a local 
car dealer sold the Camp Fire 
Girls a wagon, promising to 
buy it back after camp season 
—and keeping his word. 
Carleton Cherry from the

Your TV set suddenly blitz­ 
es out. Gloom settles over the 
household as you reach for 
the telephone to call a video 
physician. 


Just as if a human member 
of your family were stricken, 
you are upset not only about 
its condition (and loss of its 
companionship), but the prob­ 
able cost of putting it back in­ 
to its usual healthy picture 
state. 


Like a human being, the TV 
set is given to minor as well 
as major ills. Just as a cough 
or a stomach ache may need 
anything from a pill to a ma­ 
jor operation, so your TV set 
may be remedied by anything 
from an adjustm ent of knobs 
or antenna to replacement of 
the picture tube. 


ONE OF MARIN’S major TV 
“hospitals” is Hoy’s TV serv­ 
ice at 912 A street in San Ra­ 
fael (now separate from the 
store of the same name on 
Fourth street. Hoy’s handles 
an average of 25 repair jobs 
per day, with about 10 sets in 
the shop at one time. 
Its crew, averaging seven 
years’ experience each, oper­ 
ates surprisingly like a team 
of medical specialists. Each 
set repaired, for instance, has 
a “medical record” kept on 
file. The man who swears he 
bought a new 
picture tube 
“just last October” may be 
amazed to learn that it was 
really two years ago October, 


and that it’s again time for a 
replacement. 
. Hoy men (directors are bro­ 
thers Lee, Don and Dean Hoy; 
Ted Estes and Jack Smoyer) 
get to know their customers’ 
sets the way doctors get to 
know their patients. Certain 
sets or makes of sets have re­ 
current ills of the same order; 
certain areas have receiving 
difficulties; certain tubes ex­ 
pire more quickly than others. 


R E P A IR S BY telephone are 
generally to old customers. 
Sometimes the answer is as 
simple as “Well, that station is 
not on the air yet.” Sometimes 
it calls for a house call, per­ 
haps with ambulance pickup. 
An interim treatm ent is to 
bring the tubes in for a ma­ 
chine test. 
At the house, the repairman 
may expect to find any num­ 
ber of ills, ranging from pic­ 
ture tube failure or loose wire 
to the antenna to chopsticks, 
spoons, children’s toys or safe­ 
ty pins inside the cabinet. 
(Kiddies just love to hide 
treasures in secret corners.) 
A can of pennies turned up 
inside one set, although this 
was not its major ailment. 
Many sets are repaired right 
in their own living rooms. 
Even if a stay in the “hos­ 
pital'’ is decreed, the cabinet 
usually stays put. What the 
family waves its tearful fare­ 
well to is the chassis, its pic­ 
ture tube curiously naked 
amid a Rube Goldbergian as­ 


sortm ent of tubes and coi 
densers. Into the pink Volk 
wagen “am bulance” it goe 
with the usual reassurances 1 
the stricken family. 


AT THE SHOP, the set i 
put on a guerney at the alle 
entrance to the shop and b< 
gins its treatm ent with a thoi 
ough airgun cleaning. Avei

From the cleaning, the set 
are pushed into the ward line 
up to wait their turn in th< 
operating room. Just as doc 
tors specialize in types of dis 
eases, so Hoy’s men have theii 
specialties. 
Orle shies iron 
Hoffman sets •— another car 
scarcely wait to get a screw 
driver into 
them. 
Besidei 
keeping patient records, Hoy’f 
maintains an up-to-date file ol 
m anufacturers’ 
charts 
and 
parts for every make in the 
world. 
HARDEST TO KEEP up 
with are the tube-testing ma­ 
chines. The new one bought 
six months ago at a cost of 
several thousand dollars is al­ 
ready outdated by new tubes 
on the market. 
It is quite usual for four or 
more sets to be operating si­ 
multaneously on an antenna 
feed similar to the kind Hoy’s 
installs for mass installations 
like those of Bon Air. From

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Continued from facing page 
the same conduit, one screen 
will show a devil sampling 
ketchup while next one shows 
a pretty girl putting on a bath­ 
ing cap. 


Like the medical profession, 
that of TV repairmen has a 
code of ethics. Hoy’s and oth­ 
er leading Marin shops are 
members of the San Francisco 
Television' 
Service 
Guild 
which follows a national stan­ 
dard of service and price— 
the latter determined after a 
detailed man-hour study on 
average time to repair a given 
difficulty. 


WHEN HOY’S TAKES a TV 
set to the shop, the owner gets 
an estimate on costs of re­ 
pairs. If it runs over that 
amount, the repairman calls 
by phone to get the amount, 
the repairman phones the own­ 
er before going further. Each 
repair is noted on the case his­ 
tory card, from which fees are 
figured. 


DO IT-YOURSELFERS may 
make some repairs on their 
own sets, particularly if they 
understand electronics. The 
oscillator coil, for instance, is 
tuned with a turn of the - 


screwdriver. 
“But if they slip with the 
screwdriver, it can mean more 
work for us," says Smoyer. 
Hoy’s sells parts for do-it- 
yourselfers, usually resistors 
or condensors, and offers free 
tube-testing at the shop. 
If you go up on the roof to 
adjust the antenna, STAY 
AWAY FROM POWER LINES. 
This is one of the six leading 
causes of death by electrocu­ 
tion. 


Hoy’s men endorse no par­ 
ticular brand of set, owning 
six makes among them—most­ 
ly lesser-known makes. 
“Service men don’t usually 
buy their sets new, so they 
don’t usually have a choice," 
adds Smoyer. 


“MARIN IS ONE of the 
most difficult reception areas 
in the country," according to 
Lee Hoy. Worst areas—Fair­ 
fax. Sausalito, parts of San Ra­ 
fael and Greenbrae, and the 
northern side of the Tiburon 
peninsula—can sometimes be 
remedied by a complicated an­ 
tenna. Eventually, Hoy feels, 
people in these areas will ad­ 
opt a community antenna 
plan, all drawing from a mas­ 
ter receiver located on a hill­ 
top.

DOCTORS TO THE WORLD, 
by M urray M organ; Viking 
Press, New York, $5, 271 pp.

Some books—too many, in 
fact — make the unfortunate 
reader wonder how the author 
has managed to expand such 
meagre material into a full- 
length volume. 


“Doctors To The World” is 
just the reverse; one wonders 
how the author could have 
possibly condensed his infor­ 
mation into just 
one 
book, 
when 
he 
must 
have 
had 
enough facts for 12. 


This is the story of the 
World Health Organization, a 
plan sponsored by the United 
Nations in an attempt to rid 
humanity of a good many dis­ 
eases, with an over-all budget 
which amounts to less than 
the cost of one good bomber. 
Morgan has tried to scratch 
the surface, at least, of this 
phenomenal project, to let us 
know what is going on in one 
war we aren’t apt to think 
much about: the war against 
disease, infection and primi­ 
tive ignorance. This enemy is 
world-wide, and more devas­ 
tating than the worst armed 
conflict we have ever known, 
one we are apt to ignore be­ 
cause it is constantly with us. 
Most of us have never even 
heard about WHO. (Sorry, but 
it’s always abbreviated like 
that, try to leave out the ques­ 
tion mark at the end.) 


he has written with a trained 
newspaperman’s observation; 
his book is intelligently docu­ 
mented and easily understood 
by the lay reader. (I was lay- 
ing down when I read it.) 
Even if you never knew any­ 
thing about laboratory work 
and didn’t care, you will after 
you have finished the book. 


In spite of the difficulties in 
trying to condense his mater­ 
ial, Morgan has managed to 
interject his own personal re­ 
actions, and those of some of 
the people he interviewed.

human document.” It’s more 
than that, it’s a slight insight 
• into the lives and problems of 
the doctors, who, trained in 
the modern antiseptic schools 
of medicine, find themselves 
fighting disease in converted 
hovels, 
without 
sanitation, 
without 
adequate 
facilities 
<fop anything), and always the 
ever-present danger of conta­ 
gion. 


WE CAN READ about the 
struggles 
against 
malaria, 
yaws, leprosy, yellow fever, 
malnutrition, 
schistosmiasis, 
rabies, and various viruses, as 
well as the nursing and public 
health problems in some out­ 
lying districts that knew only 
witch-doctors a fdw years ago. 
It is difficult to single out 
any 
one 
problem as being 
more important than any oth­ 
er. For WHO they are all 
equally urgent. 
The story 
about the race against ma­ 
laria for instance is fascinat­ 
ing: who will win? The doc­ 
tors, with their insecticide 
sprays, or the mosquitoes who 
develop immunity pretty fast 
and will breed another gener­ 
ation to carry the disease? 


However one chapter has 
more interest for Marin Coun­ 
ty in general, the one about 


bats. 
YOU THINK BATS aren’t 
any problem in Marin? Prob­ 
ably you never even saw one. 
But there are bats, lots of 
them, living in barns, attics, 
old buildings. They come out 
at twilight, and swoop around 
to feed on the insects in the 
air. They have no relation to 
to the vampire bat, it’s true; 
they are usually considered 
harmless. 
We were brought up in the 
tradition of “Dracula,” a vam­ 
pire bat was a ferocious mon­ 
ster, blood sucking and hor­ 


rible. Actually the vampire 
bat inflicts a wound hardly 
more irritating than a mos­ 
quito bite. But these bats ban 
transmit rabies. 
A rabid bat can infect cows 
and cause an epidemic. 
I have just one fault to find 
with this book. The author 
has dedicated it to his daugh­ 
ter “whose world it will be.” 
Nobody could object to an au­ 
thor’s simple dedication to his 
child; but in this case I think 
he should have dedicated it to 
“all of us, whose world it is.”

Hi-Fi Addicts (New And Old) 
Are Given The Straight Dope 


HI-FI (new revised edition), 
by Martin Mayer, Random 
House, 128 pp., $2.95. 


If you hanker for a hi-fi set, 
or plan to build your own, 
Martin Mayer’s slim, illustrat­ 
ed tome is an invaluable 
guide. The author has updated 
his previous edition to include 
stereophonic discs and other 
innovations first demonstrat­ 
ed at last winter’s hi-fi exhi­ 
bitions in New York and San 
Francisco. 
The author again and again 
reminds hi-fi addicts that the 
biggest and most expensive is 
not necessarily the best for 
everyone. He stresses a bal­ 
ance between equipment and 
the room in which it is to be 
played. 


THOSE WHO ARE after 
every possible cycle on the 
sound scale may well harken 
to his advice on setups for 
small rooms: 
“As an ordinary matter, 


sounds under 60 cycles per 
second can be reproduced 
only in a spotty, fuzzy way in 
rooms 12 x 16 or smaller. For 
the sake of balance, it is thus 
extremely important to avoid 
any speaker that continues to 
function at its normal effici­ 
ency over 12,000 cycles . . . 
the system to avoid in buying 
for a small room is the lesser 
model of the big speaker rig, 
which offers the same top- 
notch tweeter but a lesser 
woofer . . .” 


If you don’t know a tweeter 
from a woofer, relax and open 
this book.

Give Airy Garden Privacy

Privacy and decorative ef­ 
fect are combined in lattice 
screening without fully reduc­ 
ing air circulation. 
The screening may be plac­ 
ed as a fence or as smaller 
lawn d i v i d e r s . Individual 
spans 
between 
supporting 
posts should not be longer 
than 8 feet. 
The posts are 4 by 4-inch 
lumber, 8 feet long, 2 feet of 
which is set in concrete. 
If 
the posts are tamped into the 
ground without concrete, the 
below-surface length should 
be 3 feet. Roof the tops of the 
posts, with a Vz to %-inch 45 
degree bevel, and round the 
sharp edges with a rasp. 
Use 1 by 2-inch lumber to 
frame the screen. Nail the ver­ 
tical 1 by 2-inch frame mem­ 
bers to the posts with 12-pen­ 
ny finishing nails. The hori­ 


zontal 1 by 2-inch frame mem­ 
bers are nailed to the vertical 
ones and toenailed to the 
posts with 10-penny finishing 
nails. 
USE FINISHED LATH for 
the lattice work, or with a 
bnadsaw re-saw 1 by 2-inch 
stock to produce the lattice. 
The ends of each lattice piece 
are cut at a 45 degree angle 
and are set between the fram­ 
ing members, as shown. Nail 
the lattice to the framing 
members with 6-penny finish­ 
ing nails. Space the lattice 
members 3*4 inches apart. 
The lower end of the lattice 
screen is left open so rain will 
drain out; but the top is cap­ 
ped with 1 by 4-inch lumber, 
nailed to the frame member. 
The finished lattice screen 
may be spray painted wjth 
white or green, or with out­ 
side varnish. 


wants some sun, but not too 
much. You can move it around 
easily to keep up with old sol, 
and control the shade. If you 
want the baby out in the fresh 
air but don’t want to “bake” 
him, shield the carriage with 
one of these shelters. 
The sun shelter has two pie­ 
shaped pieces, and it’s easy as 
pie to build. You need two 4 
x 8 panels of exterior-type fir 
plywood, plus some small lum­ 
ber, a saw and a few simple 
fastening devices. 


CUT THE PANELS from 
corner to corner, and flip the 
two halves over so the two 8- 
foot edges butt together. Nail 
a strip of 1 x 2 lumber to 
these edges and fasten the 
two halves together with hin­ 
ges. 
Repeat the process with the 
other panel of plywood. Then, 
bolt the 
bases of the two 
“pies” to a center 2 x 2 with 
carriage bolts and wing nuts. 
Then, you are all through 
except for painting. Finish the 
shelters to match your dispo­ 
sition, your house, or your 
fence. Two coats of a good ex­ 
terior enamel 
are 
recom­ 
mended. 


WHEN THE CLOUDS or the 
calendar halt the sunbathing 
you can fold your tent like an 
Arab and silently store it 
away.
